I also  added  a paragraph  on  the  long  term  monitoiing  plan  based  on  language  that  Rebecca 
included  in  another  draft  response  that  we’re  working  on  together: 


Our  longer-term  concern  is  the  impact  on  the  entire  watershed  of  metals  deposited  in 
sediments  and  their  release  during  high-water  events  and  from  recreational  use  over 
time.  On  September  17,  2015,  the  EPA  requested  comment  on  a draft  conceptual 
monitoring  plan  for  surface  water,  sediments  and  biology.  The  comment  period  closed 
October  8,  and  we  received  input  from  states,  tribes,  and  other  partners.  We  are 
reviewing  their  input  to  determine  what  adjustments  should  be  made  to  the  plan  to 
assess  any  potential  longer-term  impacts  of  the  Gold  King  Mine  release  and  to  assess 
the  condition  of  the  watershed. 


There’s  one  question  about  Lake  Powell  data  that  I’m  still  chasing  down  with  our  technical  folks 
but  I hope  to  hear  back  on  that  soon.
